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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of the Dublin School District: 

We herewith submit the one hundred and fourth report of 
our schools. 

Although the School Board has nothing to report of such a 
spectacular nature or of such,general interest as the last year’s 
payment of the school house debt, it has, nevertheless, been work- 
ing in the interests of education with earnest steadiness. Mr. 
Eaves was appointed by the board to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Mr. James and has served the town with 
intelligent zeal. 

Our working force is now headed by our new superintendent, 
Mr. Lawton Chase and revised by the appointment of Mrs. 
Richardson and Miss Foster to No. 1 School and of Miss Beau- 
lieu to No. 3 School. Mrs. Proper is at the No. 2 School, as 
she was last year. | 

The aim of the superintendent, teachers and school board is 
to cooperate in working for an increasingly high standard of 
school work and for more and more attention to the develop- 
ment of each individual Dublin boy and girl. 

The results of striving toward such a worthy aim are not 
always very tangible. They can never be recorded meticu- 
lously in a report; but our superintendent’s introduction of 
many practical up-to-date methods, the teachers’ day-by-day 
application and friendly interest in the pupils and the school 
board’s constant attention to such lowly necessities as plumb- 
ing, broken windows, coal and wood supplies, all tend toward 
the learning of the three R’s more efficiently and comfortably. 

Mrs. Richardson has made several innovations in No. 1 
School. She serves hot lunches at cost price, an improvement 
that has been appreciated by mothers as well as children. She 
now gives instruction in wood work to both boys and girls. 
This manual training is also self-supporting. 

Mrs. Jeffrey Parsons presented the Dublin school children 
with a fine new dictionary for a New Year’s gift and it is now in 
use at No. 1 School. 

To encourage closer cooperation and mutual benefit we have 
inaugurated the practice of occasional meetings of the teachers, 
and school board and superintendent at which a prepared talk 
on some of our school problems shall be given, followed by an 
informal discussion. We hope that in time these meetings may 
grow so as to include interested parents.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


‘To the School Board of Dublin, N. H.: 


The rural school buildings need a certain amount of remodel- 
Ing in exceedingly minor details, in order to make adequate 
use of the excellent general condition. The top lights are at 
present not available because of the prevailing type of window 
shade. At very small expense, the valuable remodeling done in 
respect to better lighting can be made usable. 

The oiling of floors would not only reduce the dust menace, 
but would conserve the floors. A floor oiler would last for years, 
and would pay for itself out of the first year’s saving in oil and 
labor alone. 

Constant survey is the price of adequate achievement in 
any school system. Only by this procedure can the individual 
rating be arrived at; and by no other way is it possible to be of 
greatest assistance to the teaching staff. The work of Mrs. 
Richardson in this respect should be noted, and full opportu- 
nity provided for summaries should be afforded her by an 
adequate amount of standardized tests, supplementing the 
testing twice a year on achievement basis, and the weekly 
(in some cases daily) pre-testing. 

The gathering up of the detail and data from six towns, 
with nearly fifty teachers and supervisors and assistants, is a 
task that takes too much time from actual supervision. For 
this reason the superintendent earnestly desires to express his 
thanks for the taking over of routine work by the school board. 
There is only so much time to be had, and where undue routine 
is present there is the less amount of time for the improvement 
of instruction. 

We recommend that at some time a floor plug be placed 
in each of the school rooms equipped with electric current, in 
order that visual education in the form of lantern or moving 
pictures may be made available. Many organizations are at 
present offering these features for merely the cost of transpor- 
tation of the material for projection. It is to be regretted that 
neither room in the village school 1s equipped with movable 
furniture, in order that more use may be made of a building 
that represents considerable of an expenditure. 

A larger oil stove and suitable equipment would add to the 
usefulness of the ‘‘kitchen”’ in the village school, and add to 
the possibilities for its use for the youth of the town in boy 
or girl scout work or other activities. 

Playground equipment is needed, not of the expensive type 
but chinning-poles, volley-ball equipment, basket ball stand- 
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ards, jumping and hurdling games, horizontal ladders and the 
like, and ‘“‘see-saws’’ and more simple games for the lower 
grades. Play has no small part in the education of the whole 
child. ; | 

The need for a school nurse for follow-up work, health super-. 
vision, is apparent. We earnestly recommend the consider- 
ation of this matter. 

Dublin, whether or not Dublin desires it, is one of the ex- 
ceedingly well known towns.in New England, because of its 
beauty and its school-wealth. Without increasing the budget 
we believe that it can live up to every expectation both for the 
summer colonies and for those who desire to enjoy, with their 
children, the manifold advantages of the town.
